mericans are adept at a unique kind of summer occupation which is rapidly be- 
coming a national pastime. It is known, for want of a more exact phrase, as indoor- 
outdoor living and it involves two things which are seemingly paradoxical but actually 
related.

ssuming you have your house and lot, the most import- 

ant ingredients of a memorable summer at home 

are people and planning. These are irreducible, for 

without a family (two will do) you have no problem and 
without a plan, however rudimentary, you have no solution. 
Planning for a summer on your own home grounds can 

be far less complex than planning for a vacation trip, but it 


is no less important. Fundamentally, such planning has two 


aspects: the long range planning that, once done, is done for 
this summer and those that follow, and the short range plan- 
ning that includes what to do with the small children while 
you spray the roses and what food to order for a party of 20 
teenagers two weeks from Saturday. It will do you no good 
to pretend that you can make the most of your home grounds 
as a vacation site without both kinds of planning. 

Nothing can wreck a summer more conclusively than 
unhappy children. Above everything else plan a full life for 
them. Within the limitations of space (a big lot is not neces- 
sary) provide places for them to play, formally or casually, 
according to their ages and inclinations. Include play and 
sports equipment near the top of your plan and budget list. 
Just as importantly, plan to be with your children and share 
their summer pleasure to a degree that is mutually agreeable. 
Be busy with them and relax with them. Take occasional vaca- 
tions from them, too, of course, and let them visit their friends. 

Be wary of improvisation. Impromptu meals may sound

refrigerator. Even the liveliest party may flag without a little 
direction. You'll find it pays to anticipate the small needs as 
well as the big ones. A swimming pool, for instance, may be 
the number one joy of a stay-at-home summer but somebody 
has to see that the pool is clean and the water pure. Bad- 
minton is not feasible if there are not enough whole rackets 
to go round or if all the birds have broken wings. These and 
similar matters fall within the province of the heads of the 
house; they must be planned for before the season begins. 
Capital expenditures for terraces, turf, walks, walls, steps, 
pools, jungle-gyms, and barbecues presuppose capital plans, 
too. After the first cost, in time, money and effort, you will 
want to keep maintenance at a minimum. Make your land- 
scape as trouble free and durable as you can right from the 
beginning. Remember that outdoor furniture and equipment 
must withstand far more abüse than comparable indoor 
furnishings will ever receive. It is safe to assume, especially 
when there are children around, that everything on the prop- 
erty, from trees to tables, is going to be stepped on or climbed 
on, no matter what its proper function. So plan accordingly. 
Finally, know the weather where you live. That does not 
mean you have to be able to interpret a barometer (although 
that can be fun, too). It means, rather, that you should know 
how the prevailing breezes blow and when, whether evenings 
may turn suddenly chill, the likelihood of summer tempests, 


whether mildew will be a problem in your particular location. 


Forearm yourself against the v tudes of your climate— 
with roofs, shades or awnings, with fadeproof and waterproof 
furniture and fabrics, with roomy and airy storage spaces 
for things that must be put away when not in use. Plant the 
kinds of grass, trees, shrubs and flowers that will do best 
and set up a regular routine, however simple, for their care. 

So much for planning (on the pages that follow you will 
find a host of further suggestions). The rest of your prob- 
lem is people. Here, of course, we bow out and you take over.

By sub- 
stituting a washer and dryer for the photographic cabinet, you have both a 
laundry area and a place to prepare formula within earshot of the nursery. 
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Corner kitchen serves the family room 


You will find a corner lopped off the family room sufficient for a second 
kitchen if you use scaled-down equipment such as the 24"-wide refrigerator 
with top freezer chest and 254%”-wide electric range sketched above. You 
may close off the kitchen with folding doors or, at a small extra cost, have 
the cabinets and equipment sprayed to color-match the walls, Essentials 
for this kitchen-in-a-room are a vented hood and fan over the range and a 
floor that can be quickly wiped up. Store easy-to-prepare foods and dishes 
in the cabinets so teenagers can make party snacks for themselves. For your 


own entertaining, stock adjoining floor-to-ceiling cabinet with bar supplies. 


Carport kitchen speeds outdoor meals 


If the wall of your carport or garage backs indoor plumbing and utility 
connections, you can banish summertime house-to-garden commuting by 
setting up an outdoor kitchen. For cooking, recess a 394"-deep electric range 
top into a work table which can be folded flat against the wall, protect- 


ing wiring from the elements. A small portable refrigerator which can be 
taken along on summer vacations or weekend trips is another handy piece 
of outdoor equipment, and a dishwasher is a definite must. You'll bless the 
proximity of the sink when you need water for car-washing and gardening.

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Fly over almost any suburban community today and you will 
discover a striking change in the landscape below. All of a 
sudden, family swimming pools have materialized, like great 
clusters of turquoise stones, in neighborhoods where only a 
few years ago a residential pool symbolized the ultimate in 
self-indulgence. A scant 10,000 pools were thinly sprinkled 
across the U. S. 10 years ago. But since then close to 175,000 
have been built, and it has been estimated that an additional 
46,000 families will install pools this year. 

How has it happened that an unattainable luxury has be- 
come almost commonplace in so short a time? The explana- 
tion can be found in two simple facts: as the cost of family 
pools has been sharply reduced, more and more families have 
decided a pool is important to them, both for the pleasure it 
promises and the value it adds to their houses. In just 10 
years, the average cost of a pool has been cut by 50 per cent. 
Going back further, a pool that cost a middle-size fortune in 
the ‘thirties can be installed for under $5,000 in most parts 
of the country today. Moreover, as the two moderately priced 
pools on the opposite page illustrate, it would be a finer pool. 

A good pool installation assures a family of years and 
years of pure fun. For young families, it means children can 
be acquainted with the joys of dog-paddling almost from the 
toddling stage. under the ideal conditions of home and 
parental supervision. Later on, a pool acts as a magnet to 
draw teenagers—and their friends—to the house and to keep 
them there. And at all ages, family relaxation and entertain- 
ing inevitably center around the pool. 

Pools have never been a better investment. Engineering 
research and first-hand experience have produced sound 
structural methods, push-button filtration systems and labor- 
saving cleaning equipment. As a result, today's pool repre- 
sents a property improvement which invariably increases the 
re-sale value of the house (sometimes adding even more value 
than the initial cost of the pool itself). Banks generally have 
recognized this fact and now regard pool loans as excellent 
risks, 

Though family pools now fall within the price range of 
a good automobile, the wise investor will devote consider- 
ably more thought to buying a pool. Every pool which re- 
quires excavation is a custom project, with special problems 
imposed by soil condition, placement on the site for the best 
practical and aesthetic effects, proximity of utility lines, the 
desired size and shape. On the following pages, H&G presents 
the basic facts you should know about pools, gathered from 
authoritative sources in the field.

COST 


How much should you pay for a pool? 


Here is what families are paying. according to a recent survey 
by the Swimming Pool Age magazine. The cross-country 
average is $4,170. By region, average costs were: 
California—$3,500 Midwest—$4.200 
Northwest—$4.300 South—$4.880 
Mountain States—$5,000 Florida—$4,110 
Southwest—$4,300 Northeast—$4,260 
Pools which are priced far below the going market often do 
not include essential equipment or necessary service. What 
should you get for your money, besides the pool itself? H&G 
put the question to several large-scale builders. One of them. 
Mr. Albert Weir of Viking-Paddock, cited a typical case from 
his company’s files: for $6,000, he reported, the pool would 
be 18’ x 32^ and it would include interior finish of plaster or 
a sixth coat of spray, tile under the coping, cast stone or custom 
coping, filtering plant, underwater lights, diving board, stain- 
less steel ladders, supports, electrical wiring, water and waste 
connections with piping, rough grading and rake off. But it 
would not include walks or landscaping. 

Although pleasure rather than profit motivates most fam- 
ilies to buy a pool, it is wise to remember that you are making a 
substantial investment, second only to the house itself. And 
it is the value of the house, not of your total property, that 
provides an easy rule of thumb for figuring out how large that 
investment should be. Normally you should limit it to between 
10 and 15 per cent of the value of your house. If you spend a 
greater proportion, you should realize that the additional 
money probably will not be regained if you sell your house. 
In other words, you will be buying only the immediate pleasure 
that a larger or better pool will give you. 

A number of pool builders point out, however, that a pool 
installation often enhances the re-sale prospects of an expen- 
sive house since it is frequently expected nowadays that a 
house priced at $50,000 or more include a pool. 

Although it is self-deception to think that a pool can “pay 
for itself,” having one often reduces spending for other di- 
versions. With a pool you stay home on weekends to enjoy it, 
rather than join the weekend exodus to the beach or the 
mountains. And in many areas the initiation fees of country 
clubs with pools are now equal to the cost of installing a good 
pool at home. 

All experts agree that the best way to save money on the 
cost of a pool is to have it constructed at the same time your 


house is built so that it can be included in the original mortgage.

The lack of cash at hand need not prevent a family from 
having a pool. Approximately 80 per cent of the builders today 
offer time payment plans. And now banks in most parts of the 
country are ready lenders. They have adopted this attitude 
after finding that the losses on family pool loans have amounted 
to less than 34 of one per cent—the premium charged by the 
FHA when it formerly insured pool loans under Title I. 


UPKEEP 


What is involved in maintaining a pool? 


Keeping a pool in good order involves two responsibilities. 
First, there is the day-to-day matter of keeping the water clean 
and free from contamination. This means vacuuming, sweep- 
ing and adding the right amount of purifying chemicals. 
Second, there are the annual problems of shutting the pool 
down for the winter and re-opening it again in the spring. 

The average person with average equipment should be able 
to take care of his pool himself, in two or three hours a week. 
The costs, including electricity and replacement water, should 
not come to more than $5 or $6 a week. If your pool is equipped 
with a filter that uses diatomaceous earth (fine fossilized par- 
ticles especially suited for filtering water) you can count on 
another $30 to $40 per season for filter media. Most of the 
equipment should last from five to 10 years. The need for a 
pool cover is often overlooked by new pool owners. It is im- 
portant, however, because it will keep the water cleaner in the 
off-season—often making it possible to use the same water for 
three years. After that time, the water must be drained. If you 
buy a concrete pool, it will probably need repainting, or, if it 
has a plaster surface, an acid bath every second or third year. 
This work, of course, should be done at the time when the 
water is changed. 

For the carefree types who do not want to be burdened 
with regular cleaning chores there are professional pool-care 
services. The cost of such care varies considerably around the 
country depending on the number of pools in the area. For in- 
stance, in California, monthly service costs are usually between 
$27 and $32. In the east, one firm that runs an extensive main- 
tenance service program charges about $90 for opening and 
closing a pool, and the cost is between $350 and $375 for twice- 
a-week cleaning throughout the full season. These charges 
cover not only the labor but the builder’s insurance costs, since 
the firm assumes responsibility for any winter damage. Closing 
the pool consists of blowing out the circulating lines, draining 
the filter pump motor, as well as storing diving boards, ladders 
and other accessories. In the spring the process is reversed. 

Curious as it may seem, the more you swim in a pool the 
cleaner it will be. “If you'll see that the kids do some vigorous

FORMS 


What is the best size and shape? 


Both the size and shape of the pool you buy should be deter- 
mined by the use you will make of it. Because of improved 
construction and manufacturing techniques, the cost is about 
the same for both standard rectangular and free-form designs. 
As to the size—even a small pool 15’ x 30! is big enough to 
give the average family a lot of fun. 

Before buying a pool, decide whether you will use it for 
active swimming or for casual swimming and entertaining. For 
the swimming zealot who likes to race at top speed, a rec- 
tangular pool is usually best. If you want a pool big enough 
for serious swimming, you'll need a minimum length of 40 feet 
— some builders recommend longer ones for competitive train- 
ing. But if you have small children or want to use your pool 
mainly for short dips you may prefer an irregular design. 

Some builders now price their pools on a square foot basis. 
regardless of shape. But the square foot price is usually less 


for larger pools. One builder. Herman H. Silverman of Sylvan 


Pools, believes this sliding scale sometimes makes a larger

In any case, a good pool should be designed and oriented 


so that it fits smoothly into its setting. It is a structural element 


of your property which is most satisfying when it is related to 
terraces, landscaping and the house itself (for other examples 
of skillfully landscaped pools, see page 63). If possible, have 
your pool fitted to your site by a competent landscape architect. 
Some of the larger pool-builders retain qualified landscape 
architects on their staffs. For a list of booklets on swimming

Responsible builders have remarked ruefully, “Anyone who 
owns a wheelbarrow is a prospective pool builder.” But fortu- 
nately it is easier to judge the “reputable” in this field than in 
most others. If a builder’s pools have gone through two winters 


and springs without damage, they are sufficient proof of his 


ability. If his pools have gone through only one winter and 
spring satisfactorily, they indicate the builder is a fairly safe 
risk. With this rule in mind, you can readily check the quality 


of a builder’s pools in your area.

From my salad days: Mayonnaise 


There’s nothing to making it

\ \ Then I was young and green and 
studying French in Paris, I was 
invited one day to have dinner at a 
Frenchwoman’s home.

The zebra-striped lady—she didn't 
offer her name and I was too shy to ask— 
seemed amused to hear, in my halting 
French, that I hadn't known that just any- 
one could make mayonnaise. 

“It’s easy,” she said, as I located the 
spoons.

“then you beat an egg or two with a drop 
of vinegar and mustard.” She seemed an- 
noyed when we couldn’t find the vinegar. 
“That makes it much harder,” she ex- 
plained as she removed a nearby bottle of 
champagne from a bucket of ice and placed 
the bowl with eggs on top of the ice. 

“Everything should be very cold,” 
she said, and started to beat the eggs with 
a measured, rhythmic movement of the 
wrist. As I watched, fascinated, she began 
adding oil to the foamy eggs. Her move- 
ments were graceful and precise: the hand 
with the spoon moved in an unhurried 
cireular flick, flick, flick while, without 
breaking the rhythm, the other hand 
allowed the oil to trickle into the bowl, 
literally drop by drop. 

The egg mixture grew less trans- 
parent and started to swell.

Duck and Asparagus 


1 large bunch asparagus 

Y4 cup French dressing 

3 cups diced cooked duck 
lhead lettuce 

Y4 cup mayonnaise 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
Pimiento strips 

3 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 


Break off the tough ends of the asparagus. Cut 
off 3” pieces with tips and tie them into 6 bundles 
for individual servings. Cut the rest into 1” pieces. 
Gook until tender in boiling salted water. Drain 
thoroughly and marinate and chill in the French 
dressing. Just before serving, mix the duck with 
the 1” pieces of cut-up asparagus. Make a bed of 
shredded lettuce in the middle of a large round 
platter and put the duck mixture on it. Cover 
with mayonnaise and chopped parsley. Surround 
with the bundles of asparagus tips, bound with 
strips of pimiento, alternating with rows of slight- 
ly overlapping egg slices. Serves 6. 


Deviled Eggs with Wine 


4 hard-cooked eggs 

1 tablespoon melted butter 
Salt, pepper, onion juice 

2 tablespoons deviled ham 
1 tablespoon gelatin 

1 сир chicken stock 
Tarragon sprigs

Cut the eggs in half lengthwise. Remove the yolks 
and beat until smooth with the butter, a few 
drops of onion juice, and a little salt and pepper.

6 ears golden bantam corn 

2 pounds lima beans 

% cup diced cooked baked ham

Cook the corn and cut the kernels off the cobs. 
Cook the lima beans, Cool both. Blend with the 
ham and dressing. Chill if you wish, Serve in a 
salad bowl lined with lettuce leaves and sprinkle 
with chopped chives, Serves 4-6. 


Chicken Salad 


2 cups cooked chicken 

1 shallot 

3-4 stalks parsley 

Salt, freshly cracked pepper 
15 teaspoon dry mustard 

5 tablespoons olive oil 

1% tablespoons lemon juice 

2 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 
6-8 cooked shrimps (optional) 


This salad seems less rich than a salad with 
mayonnaise, and the lemon juice gives it a nice 
fresh flavor. Preferably the chicken should be 
fresh cooked boiled chicken, rather than leftover 
roast chicken which is drier. Cut the chicken into 
neat even pieces. Chop the shallot and parsley 
leaves together finely. Place in a bowl with the 
salt, pepper, mustard, oil and lemon juice. Blend 
well with a fork and add the chicken. Cover and 
let stand at room temperature until serving time. 
Then garnish with sliced hard-cooked eggs and, 
if you wish, a few shrimp that have been mari- 
nated in olive oil and lemon juice. Serves 4-6.

Jellied Chicken $ 


1 chicken, about 5 pounds 
1 small onion, sliced 

1 stalk celery, sliced 

1 carrot, sliced 

1 sprig fresh parsley 

Salt, a few peppercorns 
2 tablespoons gelatin 


Tie up the chicken and place it in a deep heavy 
saucepan. Add enough cold water to just cover 
the chicken and bring slowly to a boil. Skim 
carefully, Add the onion, celery, carrot, parsley, 
salt and peppercorns, Cover and simmer until the 
chicken is very tender and begins to fall off the 
bones, about 1% hours, or longer if the chicken 
is an old fowl. Let cool in the stock, then remove 
the chicken, Strain the stock and if there is more 
than 4 cups, reduce it to that amount. Soften the 
gelatin in М cup of cold water, add it to the hot 
stock and stir until it is completely dissolved. 
Skin the chicken, take all the meat off the bones 
and cut it into small dice, Add to the stock and 
taste for seasoning. Pour the mixture into a loaf 
pan and chill in the refrigerator for at least 2 
or 3 hours, or longer if you wish. Unmold on a 
silver platter and garnish with parsley or water 
cress, Additional ingredients are often added to 
jellied chicken, but it seems to taste best with 
the chicken flavor alone. Serves approximately 8. 


Stuffed Tomatoes 


Core the tomatoes and scoop out the seedy pulp 
with a spoon, leaving a firm shell about 1" thick. 
Turn upside down on a plate and chill in the 
refrigerator. Cut in julienne strips equal parts of 
cooked chicken breast and celery, and slice arti- 
choke bottoms: add to this twice as much cooked 


cut-up thin macaroni as chicken. Marinate the 
mixture in French dressing. Drain and mix with 
mayonnaise blended with a little chili sauce. Stuff 
the tomatoes with this mixture and garnish them 
with fresh parsley sprigs. 


Hungarian Tongue Salad 


3 cups diced cooked tongue 

lcup grated raw carrots 

М, сир finely chopped celery 

М cup finely chopped green pepper 
М, teaspoon paprika 

% cup French dressing 

Lettuce 

Parsley, coarsely chopped

Mix together the tongue, carrots, celery and 
green pepper. Add 1⁄4 teaspoon of paprika to 
about "4 cup of French dressing, add to the 
tongue mixture, chill and marinate for at least 
1 to 2 hours. Drain and arrange in nests of crisp 
lettuce. Garnish with parsley and serve mayon- 
naise separately. Serves 5-6.

'Tuna Mousse 


2 T-ounce cans tuna 

1 cup chopped celery 

1 tablespoon gelatin 

1 сир mayonnaise 

% cup heavy cream 

14 teaspoon dry mustard 


Drain the tuna thoroughly and flake it with a 
fork. Mix with the celery. Soften the gelatin in 
% cup of cold water for 5 minutes in a metal 
measuring cup. Place cup in a skillet of simmer- 
ing water and cook until the gelatin is dissolved. 
Combine the mayonnaise, cream (not whipped) , 
and mustard. Blend with the tuna and gelatin and 
stir well. Season lightly with salt. Turn into a 
l-quart mold that has been rinsed in cold water. 
Chill at least 3 hours in the refrigerator, or as 
long as you wish. Just before serving, unmold, 
This mousse may be served with the following 
sour cream sauce, Serves 5-6. 

Sour Cream Sauce; Combine 1 cup of sour cream, 
14 cup of chopped scallions, 1⁄4 сир of chopped 
radishes, М› cup of grated cucumber, 2 teaspoons 
of lemon juice and 1 teaspoon of horse-radish. 
Season with salt and pepper. Chill for 2-3 hours.

This salad is served in Provence. It makes a fine 
first course for a light summer meal. 

Rub a salad bowl with garlic. Put in about 
М, cup of French dressing made with wine vin- 
egar or lemon juice and a little Dijon mustard. 
Place the lettuce in the bowl, then the rest of 
the ingredients, and toss with the dressing. Other 
ingredients that may he added are cooked green 
beans, celery, sliced cucumbers and raw cauli- 
flower. The salad may be sprinkled with chopped 
fresh tarragon, chervil or parsley. Serves 4. 


Molded Lobster 


2 tablespoons gelatin 

1 quart chicken stock 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Salt, pepper 

1% pounds cooked lobster meat, cubed 
W ater cress 

Mayonnaise 


Soak the gelatin for 5 minutes in М cup of cold 
water. Bring the chicken stock to the hoiling 
point, add the softened gelatin and stir until 
it is dissolved. Let stand until cold. Add the 
chopped parsley and taste for seasoning. Chill 
until this liquid starts to set. Place the cooked 
cubed lobster meat in an oiled ring mold and pour 
the aspic around it. Chill in the refrigerator for 
at least 2 to 3 hours or as long as you wish. To

Shell and devein the shrimp. Cook in boiling 
salted water with 2 tablespoons of lemon juice 
for 5 minutes after the shrimp have been added 
and the water comes to a boil again. Drain and 
while still hot add French dressing and let cool 
at room temperature. Blend together the mayon- 
naise, mustard and 1 tablespoon of lemon juice. 
Mix with the shrimp, celery and parsley. Leave 
at room temperature or chill. To serve, place let- 
tuce in a salad bowl or on a platter and fill with 
the shrimp mixture.

Belgian Cauliflower and 
Shrimp Salad 


1 medium-size cauliflower 

1 tablespoon lemon juice

Cook the cauliflower whole in boiling water (add 
the lemon juice to help keep the cauliflower 
white), until just tender. Drain and cool. Place 
on a serving dish and completely mask with 
mayonnaise. Arrange the cooked shrimp all over 
the mayonnaise. Serves approximately 6. 


Crab Meat Salad with Deviled Eggs 


6 eggs 
% cup mayonnaise 
14 teaspoon Dijon mustard 
Salt, white pepper 


1 pound cooked crab meat

cup sour cream 
1.2 tablespoons chili sauce 
2 tablespoons chopped chives or fresh dill 


Hard-cook the eggs: put them in a pan of cold 
water, bring to a boil over a moderate fire, remove 
from the fire as soon as the boiling point is 
reached, cover and let stand for 20 minutes. Then 
shell immediately under cold running water to 
prevent any greenish tinge forming on the yolks. 
Halve lengthwise, remove and sieve the yolks, and 
beat until smooth with about М cup of mayon- 
naise, the mustard and seasonings. Pipe back into 
the shells through a pastry bag with a large rose 
tube. 

Place the crab meat in the center of a large 
round platter. Blend together % cup of mayon- 
naise, the sour cream and chili sauce, Season to 
taste and spoon over the crab meat, Surround 
with the deviled eggs and garnish the crab meat 
with chives or dill. Serves 6.

2-pound piece of salmon

Bring 2 quarts of water to a boil with the salt, 
lemon juice, parsley, bay leaf and onion stuck 
with the cloves, Simmer for about 20 minutes.

1 medium-size eggplant 

Salt, pepper 

Yo cup olive oil 

2 medium-size yellow onions, finely chopped 
1 small clove garlic, crushed 

4 large tomatoes, skinned 

3 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Pinch of sugar 

Lemon juice 


Wash the eggplant and cut off the stem. Make 
crosswise incisions, about 144” apart, to within 
an inch of the bottom, Sprinkle each incision 
lightly with salt and let stand for 20 minutes. 
Squeeze out any excess moisture. Cook the egg- 
plant over a moderate fire in the olive oil until 
wilted all over, about 20 minutes. Remove the 
eggplant and sauté the onions and garlic until 
soft but not brown. Chop the tomatoes, removing 
the seedy pulp and add to the onion-garlie mix- 
ture with the parsley, salt and pepper, and sugar. 
Simmer for 2 minutes. Insert some of this mixture 
in each incision, Place eggplant in a loaf pan with 
% cup of water in the bottom. Bake uncovered 
in a 350° oven for about an hour, or until tender 
when pierced with a fork. Remove and cool. Serve 
at room temperature or chilled, sprinkled with 
a little lemon juice. Serves 4-6. 


Zucchini Vinaigrette 


1% pounds zucchini 

Olive oil (about 1 cup) 

] teaspoon salt 

\ teaspoon pepper 

3 tablespoons vinegar 

1 tablespoon finely chopped onion 
1 tablespoon chopped capers 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

1 hard-cooked egg, chopped 


Peel the zucchini, cut them in half if they are 
more than 4” long, and, working from each end 
with a vegetable peeler, hollow out the center, 
removing seeds, Cook for 5 minutes in boiling 
salted water. Drain, put back in the pan with 2 
tablespoons of olive oil and steam, covered, until 
tender, about 10 minutes, Remove and cool. 
Meanwhile make vinaigrette dressing. Put 
the salt, pepper. flavored vinegar (such as lemon 
and mint, see recipe under Dressings), % сир 
olive oil, onion, capers, parsley and chopped egg 


in a small screw top jar and shake well. (This 
dressing is also good with cooked asparagus.) 

Arrange the zucchini in a serving dish and 
cover with the dressing. Chill for at least 3-4 
hours before serving. Serves 5-6.

3 cups shredded cabbage 
3 tomatoes, quartered 

1 small cucumber, peeled and sliced

Season the shredded cabbage, tomatoes and cu- 
cumber with salt and pepper.

Mix all of the ingredients together and chill for 
at least 1 to 2 hours before serving.

'Tomato Salad 


This is a simple but very pleasant summer salad, 
primarily because tomatoes are so wonderfully 
good then. Allow one large ripe tomato for each 
serving, Peel by putting the tomato into boiling 
water for 15 seconds to loosen the skin, then into 
cold water to stop the cooking, The skin will then 


slip off easily. Core and cut into slices about 
thick. Place in a bowl and just cover with French 
dressing. Chill for several hours or all day: the 


tomatoes should be ice cold. Thinly sliced sweet 
red onions or Spanish onions may be chilled with 
the tomatoes, and lastly you can add a few 
chopped herbs (chives, basil, tarragon, parsley). 


Cottage Cheese Salad 


1 package lime gelatin 
1 package lemon gelatin 
#2 can crushed pineapple 
2 tablespoons horse-radish 
Yo сир chopped walnuts 
1 pound creamed cottage cheese 
1 tablespoon onion juice 
1 cup mayonnaise 
1 cup light cream 


Dissolve the lime and lemon gelatin in 2 cups 
of boiling water. Cool. Add the pineapple and 
let stand until it begins to thicken, Then mix in 
the remaining ingredients. Pour into a mold 
that has been rinsed in cold water. Chill in the 
refrigerator for several hours or until ready to 
serve. Serves 10-12. 


Raw Cauliflower Salad 


1 small head cauliflower 

Vy green pepper, diced 

1 bunch radishes, unpeeled and thinly sliced 
1 cup diced celery 

14 teaspoon onion salt 

1 cup mayonnaise 

2 tablespoons chili sauce 


Cut the flowerets off the cauliflower, remove the 
hard cores and cut the rest into small pieces, Mix 
with the diced green pepper, sliced radishes, 
diced celery and onion salt. Season, Blend the 
mayonnaise and chili sauce, and mix with the 
vegetables. Serve either at room temperature or 
chilled. Serves 6-8. 


Watercress and Celery Salad 


4 bunches watercress 
1 bunch celery 
French dressing 
Salt, pepper 


Wash the watercress well, remove the stems, dry 
and chill. Cut the celery into neat julienne strips 
about 1%” long and М” wide, Chill also. Just 
hefore serving toss the watercress and celery with 
chilled French dressing; season to taste. Serves 8.

4 slices bacon 

1 small white onion, finely minced

Cut off the stems of the spinach, wash leaves well 
and drain in a colander, then chop them up very 
fine. Cook the bacon in a small skillet until 
browned and crisp. Remove, drain on paper tow- 
els and crumble. Add bacon to the spinach with 
the minced onion, salt and pepper. Add the vin- 
egar to the bacon fat, bring to a. boil, stir well 
and pour over the spinach. Serve immediately, 
while the spinach is still crisp. Serves 4. 


Italian Beet and Celery Salad 


2 hard-cooked egg yolks, sieved 
lraw egg yolk 

1% tablespoons lemon juice 

5 tablespoons olive oil 

Salt and pepper to taste 

2 chilled celery hearts, 
12 walnuts 

1% cups chilled sliced beets 


diced 


Put the sieved hard-cooked yolks, raw yolk, 
lemon juice, olive oil, salt and pepper in a small 
deep bowl and beat with a wire whisk until 
creamy. Add the diced celery and half the wal- 
nuts, coarsely chopped. Place in the center of a 
round platter. Arrange the sliced beets in a 
circle around the celery, and top them with the 
remaining walnut halves. Serves 4. 


Cucumber Salad 


2 large cucumbers 

1 medium-size yellow onion 

4 tablespoons sour cream 

2 tablespoons white wine vinegar 
1 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon white pepper 

1-2 tablespoons chopped fresh dill 


Peel and thinly slice the cucumbers. Skin and 
thinly slice the onion. Blend together the sour 
cream, vinegar, salt and pepper. Mix with the 
cucumbers and onion and chill for several hours 
in the refrigerator. Just before serving sprinkle 
with the chopped dill. Serves 8-10.

1 green pepper

Peel the cucumbers and onion, core and seed the 
pepper (removing all of the white membrane), 
and leave the radishes unpeeled, Slice them all 
as thinly as possible, put in a bowl, cover with 
ice water and a few ice cubes, and leave in the 
refrigerator for at least % hour or until ready to 
serve, Chill the French dressing. Just before 
serving, drain the vegetables thoroughly, add the 
dressing and serve immediately, while still icy 
cold. Serve with warm buttered French bread. 
Serves 4-5, 


Onion Salad 


2 large Spanish onions 

Salt 

Ys cup olive oil 

2 tablespoons cider vinegar 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
Rolled anchovies (optional) 


Peel the onion and cut into thin slices. Sprinkle 
with salt. Mix together the oil, vinegar, and 
lemon juice, Pour over the onion, cover, and place 
in the refrigerator for several hours before sery- 
ing. Just before serving sprinkle with parsley. 
Garnish with anchovy rings, if you wish. Serves 4, 


Curried Potato Salad 


2 teaspoons curry powder 

1% teaspoons salt 

4 cups diced raw potatoes 

Y4 cup French dressing made with lemon juice 
М, cup finely chopped celery 

1 tablespoon chopped chives 

3 tablespoons chopped parsley 

% cup (about) mayonnaise 

3 hard-cooked eggs cut in quarters 

3 tomatoes cut in quarters 


Bring 4 cups of water to a boil with the curry 
powder and salt. Add the potatoes and cook 
covered until tender, about 15-20 minutes, Drain. 
While still hot, blend with the French dressing. 
Let stand until cold. Then mix in the celery, 
chives, parsley and mayonnaise, Serve at room 
temperature or chilled. Arrange in a salad bowl 
and place quartered hard-cooked eggs and to- 
matoes alternately around the edge. Serves 6. 


Party Vegetable Salad 


1 small whole cauliflower 

18 stalks asparagus, all same length 
3 pounds peas 

6 large carrots, cut in №” cubes 

3 pounds lima beans 

French dressing 


Cook all the vegetables separately until just 
tender in boiling salted water. Drain and while 
still hot put in separate bowls, add French dress- 
ing made with lemon and mint vinegar (see 
recipe under Dressings), let stand until cold, 
then marinate and chill in the refrigerator for 
several hours or until ready to serve. 

To serve, drain each vegetable thoroughly. 
Place the cauliflower in the center of a large 
round platter. Put the asparagus like spokes of 
a wheel, 3 each at evenly spaced intervals at 
right angles to the cauliflower. Make a circle of 
peas around the cauliflower, then carrots and 
lastly lima beans. Serve well chilled. Serves 8-10. 


Green Bean Salad 


1 pound green beans, cut French style 
1 cup chicken stock 

М cup white wine 

% cup olive oil 

1 whole clove garlic 

1 small white onion 

A few celery leaves 

1 slice lemon 


Cook the beans for 5 minutes in boiling salted 
water, then drain. Meanwhile prepare the sauce: 
Put all the remaining ingredients in a saucepan, 
season with salt and pepper, and bring slowly to 
a boil. Add the drained beans, cover and cook 
over a moderately slow fire until the beans are 
tender, another 10 minutes or so. Remove the 
garlic. Cool mixture and strain sauce, reserving 
beans. Serve beans in the strained sauce, gar- 
nish with chopped parsley. Serves 4. 


Avocado Mousse 


2 tablespoons gelatin 

1 cup chicken stock 

1 teaspoon (about) salt 

2 cups mashed avocado 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 cup mayonnaise 

1 cup heavy cream, stiffly beaten 

A few drops green vegetable coloring 
(optional) 

Fruit salad or shrimp, crab 
or lobster salad 


Soften the gelatin in % cup of cold water. Dis- 
solve in the boiling chicken stock. Add salt. Let 
stand until slightly thickened. Mix the 2 cups 
avocado to a smooth paste with the lemon juice. 
Blend in the gelatin mixture, then the mayon- 
naise and lastly fold in the whipped cream, Add a 
few drops of green vegetable coloring if de- 
sired—carefully though, since the color should 
be a pale green, Place in a ring mold that has 
heen greased with mayonnaise. Place in the re- 
frigerator for several hours to chill and set, 

To serve, unmold and fill the center with 
any of the fruit salad combinations given at the 
end of this section and serve fruit salad dressing 
separately: or with shrimp, crab or lobster salad 
and Thousand Island dressing. The ring may be 
garnished with a circle of watercress, Serves ap- 
proximately 8. 


Hot Potato Salad with Bacon Dressing 


4 large potatoes 

6 slices bacon 

JA cup minced green onions 

% cup dry white wine 

М cup chicken stock 

1 teaspoon (about) salt 

Y teaspoon white pepper 

1 egg yolk 

2 tablespoons finely chopped parsley 


Cook the potatoes in their skins in boiling salted 
water until tender when pierced with a fork. 
Meanwhile cook the bacon until crisp, remove 
from the pan, drain on paper towels and crum- 
ble. Add the green onions to the bacon fat and 
cook slowly for 2-3 minutes, until soft but not 
brown. Add the wine, chicken stock, salt and 
pepper, and bring to the boiling point. Beat the 
egg yolk slightly with a fork, stir in a little of 
the hot mixture, and slowly pour back into the 
hot mixture. Stir over low heat until slightly 
thickened; do not let boil. 

Drain the cooked potatoes, skin and slice 
into a salad bowl. Pour over the hot dressing, 
blend lightly, and sprinkle with the parsley and 
crumbled bacon. Serves 5-б. 


Belgian Salad 


1 bunch watercress 

1 pound crisp cold endive 
12 large cooked chestnuts 
16 cream cheese balls 
Paprika 

French dressing 

1 tablespoon chopped chives 


Cover the bottom of a large round platter with the 
watercress. Arrange the endive in a circle leav- 
ing a hole in the center. Coarsely chop the chest- 
nuts and sprinkle them over the endive. Fill the 
center with cream cheese balls, the size of mar- 
bles, that have been dusted with paprika. Just 
before serving add chives to French dressing and 
spoon over the salad. Serves 5-6. 


Celery Salad 


1 bunch celery 

2 cups beef stock 

1 small onion stuck with 2 cloves 
French dressing 

Freshly cracked black pepper 

2 hard-cooked eggs 

1 tablespoon chopped chives 

3-4 anchovy fillets (optional) 


Trim the leaves from the celery, and cut the 
bunch in half crosswise, Wash well, separating 
the stalks to loosen any dirt. Cook in boiling stock 
with the onion over a low fire until tender, 20-25 
minutes, Drain and chill. Serve covered with 
French dressing, freshly cracked black pepper, 
sieved hard-cooked egg yolks, chives, and, if you 
wish, anchovy fillets. Serves 4-6, 


Guacamole 


2 large ripe avocados 

1 teaspoon lemon or lime juice 

Salt to taste 

2 tomatoes 

1 medium-size yellow onion, grated or finely 
chopped 

1 small hot green or red chili pepper, minced 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

Lettuce or watercress 


Peel and pit the avocados, mash well with a fork, 
and add the lemon or lime juice and salt, Peel the 
tomatoes, remove the seedy pulp and finely chop 
the rest. Blend the avocados, tomatoes, onion, hot 
chili pepper (this is the Mexican version: you 
may substitute a small sweet pepper if you like), 
and olive oil. Taste for seasoning, Serve on lettuce 
or watercress, Serves 5-6. 


Italian Pepper Salad 


4 sweet green peppers 

4 sweet red peppers 

2 large tomatoes 

2 large cloves garlic or 1 medium-size 
onion, thinly sliced 

4 anchovy fillets

Cut the peppers in half lengthwise and remove 
the white membranes and the seeds.

French Dressing 


Samuel Chamberlain in his book Bouquet de 
France has this to say about French dressing: 
*A good French maitre d'hótel considers that 


the best possible dressing for a leaf of lettuce 
is made with four parts olive oil, 1 part wine 
vinegar, salt, pepper and enough newly made 
Dijon mustard to add its indefinable bouquet." 

There really isn't anything more to say, ex- 
cept that in the absence of freshly made Dijon 
mustard, we can use a little dry mustard. And 
in place of wine vinegar, sometimes it is nice 
to use the following homemade mint and lemon 
vinegar, or a homemade herb vinegar, or fresh 
lemon or lime juice. 

The dressing can be made in a small screw 
top jar and stored in the refrigerator. Shake well 


before using. 


Lemon and Mint Vinegar 


Put into a pint bottle of good white wine vinegar 
about half a dozen thin sliees of lemon rind 
(without any of the white membrane) 2" long 
and 1” wide and 2 or 3 stalks of fresh mint. Re-

Put the egg or egg yolks, mustard, vinegar, salt 
and pepper in a small mixing bowl with a narrow 
deep bottom. Beat with a rotary beater or electric 
mixer for ¥ minute. Slowly pour on М; cup of oil 
and beat for about 1 minute. Repeat twice more, 
each time slowly pouring on М cup of oil and 


beating for a minute or less after each addition, 
About 1 cup of oil is needed, maybe slightly 
more; the mayonnaise should be stiff enough to 
hold its shape. At the end add 1-2 tablespoons of 
lemon juice. The oil may be all olive oil or it may 
be mixed with a bland oil but at least half should 
be olive oil so that the flavor is definitely olive. 

Tf you use an electric blender, you can make 
this mayonnaise in about a minute, but it is a 
little harder to extricate it all from the container 
of a blender than from a mixing bowl. 


Roquefort Dressing 


М, cup cider vinegar 

1 3-оипсе cream cheese 

Salt to taste 

Dash Tabasco 

2 cups homemade mayonnaise 
6 ounces Roquefort cheese 


Lemon juice (optional)

This dressing is а specialty of the Treadway Inns.

WINES AND PUNCHES 
FOR WEDDING PARTIES 


BY JAMES A. BEARD 


hen you lift your glass in a 

toast to the bride, you are 
taking part in a pleasant ritual 
that has come to us through the 
centuries. Around the times of 
Queen Elizabeth I, the bride 
walked to the church preceded by 
a bearer who carried a large goblet 
containing a spiced ale known as 
“bride’s ale” or another spiced 
mixture called “sops in wine." 
After the wedding ceremony, the 
cup was passed around, and the 
witnesses drank to the future of 
the new husband and wife, 

Now that we approach the 
happy season of sunshine, flowers 
and weddings, I look forward to 
many toasts, but not in bride’s ale 
or sops in wine. We have improved 
the ritual of the toast by having 
available a selection of much more 
delectable liquids. If you are plan- 
ning a wedding breakfast or party, 
the drink you serve should be a 
wine or punch that will go well 
with the food, It should be light, 
gay. not too sweet, 


The golden bubbles 


Champagne. of course, is the 
"right" drink for wedding parties, 
just as it is for all joyous celebra- 
tions, It has glamour and gayety 
and always gives the occasion an 
air of great elegance. Happy the 
bride who is toasted with its 
golden bubbles. 

When you choose champagne, 
be sure to select the dry. The dry- 
est Freneh label champagne is 
marked Brut, though the brut of 
one house may be dryer than that 
of another. Especially among the 
private label champagnes, dryness 
varies considerably. If you can't 
rely on previous experience, the 
practical thing is to shop around 
and try a few bottles yourself be- 
fore you buy in case lots. 

To estimate the amount of 
champagne you will need for your 
guests figure that you can get 
about 6 glasses from each bottle. 
Many of the guests, probably most 
of them, will want more than one 
glass of this delightful sparkling 
wine, I generally figure 25 to 34 
bottle per person. If your guest list 
is long, buy the champagne in 
magnums (equal to 2 bottles) or 
jeroboams (4 bottles). These 
large bottles are magnificent, but 
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be sure to handle them carefully. 
It’s easy to spill much of the 
precious liquid from them—a 
terrible waste. Champagne must 
be well chilled but not so cold that 
the flavor is gone. About 55 de- 
grees is ideal. Serve this fe 
wine from the bottle, of course. 

Some people feel that punch 
is even more festive than cham- 
pagne, and I agree that a large sil- 
ver or crystal bowl centered on an 
attractively decorated table is one 
of the finer sights of life—provided 
the contents of the bowl are de- 
lectable. Too often I have been 
served concoctions cloyingly sweet 
and made up of so many ingredi- 
ents that I could not begin to guess 
what I was drinking. Let me urge 
you: keep punches simple. 

One of the simplest and best 
is a sherbet punch—champagne 
poured over sherbet and blended. 
Use 1 quart of sherbet—pine- 
apple, raspberry or lemon—to 2 
bottles of champagne. The sherbet 
should be icy cold but not frozen 
into a hard block or it will not 
blend. The champagne should be 
chilled, of course. 

Then there is a champagne 
and cognac punch that I like very 
much. With a zesting knife or 
sharp paring knife cut the zest 
from 2 lemons and 1 orange, (The 
zest is the outside skin without the 
white pulpy layer between the 
skin and pulp.) Cut neatly in long 
thin spirals and then place the 
zests in a punch bowl with a large 
block of ice. Add % cup of sugar, 
1 bottle of cognac, 2 cups of water 
and a good dash of Angostura bit- 
ters. Blend these ingredients well 
and just before serving add 4 bot- 
tles of chilled champagne—you 
may use the Extra Dry label cham- 
pagne instead of the Brut if you 
like. This punch recipe makes 
about 35 to 40 cupfuls.

For an excellent punch that 
is gentle on the pocketbook I like 
a mixture of white wine and cassis, 
the delicious liqueur made of 
black currants. Mix 1% pints of 
créme de cassis with 2 bottles of 
dry white wine (a good New York 
State, Ohio or California dry white 
can be used) and pour over a

block of ice in a bowl. Just before 
serving add 2 bottles of chilled 
champagne. Add slices of lemon 
and orange if you like, and you 
may also want to increase the 
amount of cassis, Taste and see. 
You can cut the cost of this punch 
even more by omitting the cham- 
pagne and substituting 2 addi- 
tional bottles of the dry white wine 
or 1 bottle of the wine and 1 of 
sparkling water. 

An even simpler version of 
the wine and cassis punch is a 
drink that I have often enjoyed 
in France on the terrace at Pere 
Bise on the Lake of Annecy and 
also at Point in Vienne. This can 
be served in chilled pitchers. Just 
pour in enough white wine and add 
cassis to taste, Fruit is sometimes 
added to the pitcher but I prefer 
this drink plain. 

One of the pleasantest of light 
summer drinks is a good chilled 
rosé wine. Serve it from bowls or 
crystal pitchers embedded іп 
crushed ice. If you have them, the 
charming Italian liter or half-liter 
flasks filled with rosé make an at- 
tractive picture arranged in a big 
bowl of ice. For an added festive 
touch put bunches of mint in the 
wine and decorate the crushed ice 
with mint leaves and fresh fruit. 
Mint with rosé wine is a cool, re- 
freshing sight and just as refresh- 
ing to drink. 

The Spanish have a favorite 
wine cup called Sangrilla that 
would make an excellent choice 
for a summer wedding. It can be 
served from big crystal pitchers 
or from a large bowl. You need 
an abundance of fine fresh fruit: 
cherries, berries, fresh peaches, 
nectarines and orange zest. Heap 
plenty of fruit in the bowl or 
pitchers, add sugar to taste and 
fill with a rosé or light red wine. 
This drink does not call for. an 
expensive, elegant wine. Good 
brands of California reds come in 
gallon containers. One of these, 
such as a Mountain Red of Al- 
madén or Martini. would make a 
perfect Sangrilla. 

In France I have frequently 
had Sauternes chilled until almost 
icy and served from bottles resting 
in bowls of crushed ice. This is a 
delightful drink for a summer 
gathering. Extreme chilling cuts 
the sweetness of the wine and gives 
it a light lift. You could serve it 
from pitchers standing in crushed 
ice if you preferred. Fruits may be 
added, but I like it plain. This has 
been served to me as an aperitif at 
luncheon and I have often thought 
it would make a gay drink with 
which to toast a bride at a wedding 
breakfast. 

When I was a child, Russian 
tea, served hot in winter and icy 


cold in summer, was considered a 
smart drink, When poured over a 
block of ice in a punch bowl it 
makes a pungent, aromatic drink, 
The secret is in the tea. Be sure 
you get one of fine flavor and 
bouquet and brew it rich and 
strong. In the bowl put a large 
block of ice, plenty of thinly sliced 
lemons and sugar. Pour the hot 
tea over this (it must be hot to 
blend and mellow the flavors). To 
3 quarts of tea use 4 to 6 lemons 
and 1 pound of sugar. When this 
mixture has chilled, add more ice 
if necessary and 1 or 2 bottles of 
light rum, depending on how 
strong you wish your punch to be. 
Finally, in the bowl float bunches 
of mint dusted with powdered 
sugar. 

Some people feel that a slight- 
ly bitter drink is especially cooling 
on a summer day. For those I 
recommend a punch based on the 
popular Americano drink. Place a 
large piece of ice in a bowl and 
over it pour one fifth each of dry 
and sweet vermouth, Add a half 
bottle, or more, to taste, of Cam- 
pari bitters, plenty of sliced lemon 
and 2 bottles of sparkling water. 
If you like more zip. you may add 
1% fifths of gin or vodka and omit 
half the sparkling water. 

There are always some at 
wedding parties who prefer non- 
alcoholic drinks, By far the best 
for summer are the fruit juices. 
The concentrated frozen juices are 
a good choice. They are easy to 
prepare and have the true fresh 
flavor of the fruit. Combinations 
of these make very tasty drinks. 
Try blending one can each of 
lemon, grape and orange with wa- 
ter to taste. Pour the juice over a 
block of ice іп а punch bowl. Pine- 
apple and lime juice is another 
flavorful combination; or lime, 
grape, pineapple and water to 
taste with a few dashes of rasp- 
berry syrup. In this punch float 
some fresh raspberries for a color- 
ful accent. 

A unique and amazingly de- 
licious combination is watercress 
and pineapple juice. This must be 
mixed in an electric blender until 
the cress is completely puréed 
and thoroughly combined with the 
pineapple juice. To each cup of 
juice use about 10 sprigs of water- 
cress. This drink could be deco- 
rated with sprigs of the cress or 
small chunks or sticks of pine- 
apple. Serve it from a bowl, or 
pour it from pitchers, resting on 
crushed ice, 

Whatever drink you choose 
to serve, keep it cool (have plenty 
of ice on hand) and have an ample 
supply. Enough is as good as a 
feast, but a feast is not good with- 
out enough. THE END

{п easy blueprint for enjoying 


your records outdoors 


I ver since fields and forests first 
trembled with the savage ca- 
dence of drums beaten by the 


hands of prehistoric man, music 
has been an integral part of man's 
outdoor world. Erupting joyfully 
and sadly on mountain-tops and 
in valleys, on village greens and on 
streets, in meadows and on water, 
this spontaneous, often impro- 
vised. form of music—folk music 
—has also been the inspiration of 
many of the compositions familiar 
to us today in our indoor world. 


Accustomed to hearing them in 


concert halls and opera houses, 
and in our snug living rooms, we 
rarely think of transposing them 
back to the outdoors where they 
originated. But listening to music 
in the open can often be more re- 
warding than listening to it within 


four walls. Some of the most stir- 


ring concerts in the world are held 
outdoors—at the Hollywood Bowl 
in California, Basilica di 
Massenzio in Rome, Tanglewood 
in Massachusetts. The combina- 
tion of sunny or star-sprinkled

skies, rustling trees and the heady 
scent of flowers seems to add an- 
other dimension. 

Nevertheless, with the safari 
to the outdoors that proclaims the 
arrival of summer, many of us for- 
sake our records till the day the 
first frost-tipped bre 
scurrying back to fireplaces and 
indoor pleasures. But there's no 
need to pay this price for living 
in the open. Have you ever thought

The portable phonograph 


The chief handicap of most 
yortables is lack of power. If you 
are buying one for outdoor use, 
ook for a model with an amplifier 
of at least 10 watts. A second 
speaker will also help magnify the 
sound, It can be placed about 6 
eet away from the machine, there- 
by spreading the music across a 


wider area and giving it added 
fullness and depth. Today there 
are many portables designed for 
stereo which have an ext de- 
tachable speaker, and these can 
for monaural records 


also be used 
with excellent results. 

When deciding 
place your machine for the best 
ect, that 
sound does not carry as well out- 
doors as it does indoors because it 
needs a reflecting surface like a 
wall to bounce against and renew 
its strength. This is particularly 
important for good reception of 
bass notes. For this reason it is 
best not to place a small portable 
out in the middle of a lawn be- 
cause the sound will be completely 
diffused by the time it reaches 
your ears—unless you are sitting 
only two inches away. A good po- 
sition for the speaker would be 
against a patio wall, on a porch, 
or in a niche of the house, where 


where to 


possible e remember 


there are surfaces close enough 
to act as sound reflectors. 


The movable indoor speaker 


If your hi-fi system is made 
up of separate components you 
will probably have a speaker that 
could be moved outside without 
too much trouble. But take care 
not to jolt it because the cone 
might come loose and be damaged. 


& GARDEN 


If you have a large. heavy speaker, 
turn it gently on its side and fit 
casters onto the bottom four cor- 
ners. Then you will be able to 
wheel it smoothly and easily to 
wherever it is needed. The next 
step is to attach it to your indoor 
amplifier with an extra long ex- 
tension cable. When figuring how 
much cable you will need, remem- 
ber that it must run slack along 
the floor and preferably stay close 
to the walls to avoid tripping dogs, 
children and high heels. 

If your music system is con- 
tained in an all-in-one console you 
might consider buying a small, ad- 
ditional speaker—perhaps one of 
the easily movable, 20-30 Ib. shelf 
or table models—and attaching it 
to the extra speaker outlet located 
on the back of most sets. If such 
an outlet is not provided, a com- 
petent technician should easily be 
able to do the job of connecting 
the additional speaker. 

One danger of using an in- 
door speaker outdoors is that if 
rain or dampness should penetrate 
the cabinet, the paper cone will be 
ruined beyond repair. Therefore, 
it is a good safety measure to 
weatherproof the speaker in case 
of sudden showers or to protect it 
from early-morning dew in case 
you absent-mindedly leave it out 
overnight. An ingenious method 
recommended by the experts is to 
build a little watertight, wooden 
structure on wheels, similar in de- 
sign to a dog house, into which 
you can slide your speaker and 
keep it for the summer, shutting 
the door when not in use or when 
it rains. Covering the face of a 
speaker securely with a sheet of 
polyethylene film will also help 
keep the cone dry and yet allow the 
sound to come through. Bear in 
mind, though, that these protective 
measures may not be completely 
foolproof—certainly it would not 
be wise to leave an indoor speaker 
outside during a wild hurricane or 
in a dense fog. 

The same rule of thumb about 
placing a speaker near a wall to 


reflect the sound should be used 
whenever possible. With a sepa- 
rate indoor speaker. however, it is 
not as critical as with a less pow- 
erful portable phonograph, and 
certain speakers with an excep- 
tionally sturdy bass response 
(Tannoy, J. В. Lansing, Altec) 
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will probably be capable of produc- 
ing a satisfactorily leonine sound 
even out in the middle of a field. 


The outdoor speaker 


There is much to be said in 
favor of having a speaker that can 
safely be left outdoors all year 
round—think of the fun you could 
have in the winter using it for a 
skating party when the pond 
freezes over. Sturdy speakers de- 
signed for outdoors are usually 
housed in metal or fiber glass en- 
closures and have cones made of 
water-resistant materials to with- 
stand the onslaught of all the ele- 
ments, Excellent models of this 
type. with a frequency response 
wide enough to satisfy most high- 
fidelity perfectionists, are manu- 
factured by Altec Lansing of Los 
Angeles, and University Speakers 
of White Plains, М. Y., at prices 
ranging from $34.50 to $150. They 
can be wired easily to an indoor 
amplifier or console, then attached 
high up on the trunk of a tree or 
perhaps under the eaves of your 
house. If you have recently con- 
verted your indoor system for 
stereo you might consider hooking 
up two outdoor speakers—some 
authorities think that stereo rec- 
ords sound even more spectacular 
outdoors than indoors. 

There are several other 
weatherproof speakers which are 
especially attractive in design. 


One. shaped like a Grecian urn, 
and called the Elipson Amphora, 
can be ordered in white or your 
choice of colors for under $100 
from Hi-Fi Headquarters in New 
York. It has a frequency response 
of 40-14,000 cps and an excellent 
built-in bass reflector in the form 
of an overhead shell. Another 
speaker, imitating the shape of a 
suspended overhead light. is made 
by Soundolier Inc., of St. Louis, 
Missouri, and would be suitable 
for installation on porches and 
roofed patios.

FOR SILVERWARE 


How to enjoy your sterling with less polishing and more use 


ae: is one of the most 
J prized and indestructible pos- 
sessions in any home. but too many 
people hide it under wraps or 
work themselves into a frenzy try- 
ing to keep it bright and shiny. 
Experience proves that the best 
place for silver is on your table, 
not in air-tight coffers on some in- 
accessible shelf. Disuse is its 
natural enemy and the lovely 
patina that distinguishes well kept 
heirloom silver from the shiny 
newcomer is the hallmark of 
graceful aging. Look closely and 
you will see hundreds of tiny lines 
that give it that characteristic soft 
lustre. Daily usage coupled with 
good stor s will also 
practically eliminate tarnishing. 


The daily bath 


Ordinary care of silver is 
mostly a matter of soap suds and 
hot water, If you wash your ster- 
ling immediately after meals, it 
will look splendid for weeks with 
no additional attention. A good 
dunking in hot, sudsy water, a 
thorough rinsing, and a brisk dry- 
ing afterwards is the simplest 
method. Dishwashers will also do 
the job. but extra care should be 
taken to prevent silver from being 
gouged when packed into the 
baskets of the machine. You'll 
also miss out on the shine that 
comes with rubbing and drying 
by hand. Never boil silver or dip 
it in a cleaning solution. Pieces 
with horn, wood, bone, or stain- 
steel parts should not be 
washed in very hot water or al- 
lowed to soak. 

For sterling that comes in 
contact with certain foods like 
„ mustard, salad dressing, and 
citrus fruits, all of which contain 
tarnishing sulphur, a swipe with 
silver polish during the washing 
process keeps it looking its best. 


less 


The monthly shine 


Make a date with your silver- 
ware once a month to то over every 
piece with a good, non-abrasive 
silver polish and a clean cloth or 
chamois, No matter how careful 


you are, your silver comes in con- 
tact with sulphur carried in smoke, 
coal dust, rubber, paper, and other 
tarnishing agents, 

Polish flatware lengthwise. 
When you polish serving dishes 
and trays, follow the contours of 
the piece. You can enhance the 
lustre of flutes and scrolls with a 
cotton swab, A silver brush or a 
very soft natural bristle tooth 
brush used with gentle pressure, 
cleans deeper, more intricate in- 
cisions nicely. 

Lacquering silverware is not 
advisable for anything but silver 
that is almost never in use. The 
punch bowl that comes into its own 
on New Year's Eve and stands un- 
used the rest of the year may be 
too handsome to hide in cloth 
wrappers. If monthly polishing is 
going to be too time consuming 
take it to your jeweler for an out- 
side relacquering job at two or 
three year intervals. But don’t ex- 
pect to get the same soft and Jus- 
trous appearance that constant 
polishing provides, The finish will 
have a brighter, harder shine 
which many people feel detracts 
from the natural beauty of sterling. 


Protective storage 


Accessible, tarnish-free stor- 
age is about the most important 
factor in keeping your silver look- 
ing well. Some type of silver chest 
is generally the most successful 
cache. In addition to the well 
known chest with dividers for 
stacking the various types of flat- 
ware according to use and size. 
there are trays and upright slotted 
boxes. 

If you have the necessary wall 
space but no silver chest, you 
might build a silver cabinet your- 
self. You can buy racks for flat- 
ware in some department stores. 
Build a cabinet shell to hold these 
racks with runners for each tray 
set about three inches apart inside 
the box. 

If you want to fit a drawer 
with a rack and padding, there is 
a do-it-yourself kit put out by the 
International Silver Company. It 


is available in New York at Ham- 
macher Schlemmer’s. 

Simplest protection of all is 
provided by  pocket-style rolls 
which hold single place settings 
in soft chamois wrappers. Tie 
these up with draw strings or cord 
—never use rubber bands as the 
sulphur in the rubber will pene- 
trate the cloth to leave a black 
band on the silver. Zippered bags 
for large dishes afford good pro- 
tection, too. They come in about a 
dozen sizes from 6 x 6 inches up to 
20 x 30 inches. 

Find an enclosed space or 
shelf for your silverware, some- 
where between the kitchen and the 
dining area, where you will have 
enough room for all your silver 
without overcrowding. Don't seg- 
regate your silver by keeping all 
but a few settings hidden away 
somewhere. Flatware should be 
rotated so that all of it will age 
evenly. 

If the silver is going to be 
stored in racks in a drawer, rather 
than a chest, line the drawer or, 
better yet, wrap the silver in tar- 
nish-preventive cloth. Wamsutta 
Mills make a product called Pa- 
cific Cloth which is impregnated 
with millions of tiny particles of 
silver that attract, divert, and ab- 
sorb the tarnishing agents, becom- 
ing tarnished themselves. Pacific 
Cloth is available at many jewel- 
ers and department stores. Less 
durable but similiar in effect are 
the papers treated with silver ni 
trate, available through your si 
verware dealers, Fasten the paper 
to drawer or rack with anti-tarnish 
cement which you can buy from 
the same source. 


Further assistance in com- 
batting tarnish is provided by 
a product called Vigil. a jar of 
odorless chemical crystals which, 
when left open in a drawer, ab- 
sorbs tarnishing gases. It is manu- 
factured by Vigilant Products 
Corporation, 40 East 34th Street, 
New York 16, and sold through 


Bloomingdale's, Altman's, and 
Hammacher Schlemmer's in New

Ginette was very comforting. 
“It’s very temperamental, Made- 
moiselle,” she said.

Some people just don’t have the 
touch. Why, mayonnaise is so deli- 
eate that if you have an upset 
stomach your bad breath can 
cause it to turn.” 

She offered to make some for 
me, but I politely declined. I felt 
I was through with homemade 


mayonnaise for life. 

One day months later, when 
I was living in a French farm- 
house in the Loire valley, my new 
husband brought me a blender 
from the American Army PX. 
There. in the instruction booklet, 
were two separate recipes for 
mayonnaise! 

After examining the formulas, 
I went back to my original recipe 
(had the blender people seen may- 
onnaise made by hand in Paris? ). 
In went an egg with a few drops 
of wine vinegar and a squeeze 
from a tube of Dijon mustard. As 
it whirred in the machine, I added 
oil, alternating it with occasional 
drops of lemon juice (this, on the 
remembered advice of Ginette). It 
worked like a dream! 

That evening we had new 
potatoes, fresh from the garden, 
boiled, sliced and with 
chive-sprinkled homemade may- 
onnaise. My husband loved it and 
was enormously impressed when 
I told him I had made it. 

These days, I make mayon- 
naise often. Гуе discovered you 
can start with either a whole egg 
or just the yolk, The yolk alone 
gives a stronger yellow and seems 
to make a slightly thicker blend. 
I've also discovered—after the day 
I ran the blender so long that the 
mayonnaise heated up and sepa- 
rated—that turned mayonnaise 
can often be rescued at the last 
minute by stirring it slowly into 
an egg yolk whipped in the cooled- 
off blender. 

For special occasions, I stir 
a small onion, which has been 
blended to a mush, into a cup of 
freshly made mayonnaise and then

Cut the new shoots when they 
have begun to assume woody character 
of mature shrub. Step-by-step 
photograph at left shows how triple 
branch of Euonymus alatus compactus 
is treated to make three cuttings.

is a heel cutting that includes sliver 
of original stem, At left of that 

is a nodal cutting, ending below 

point where a pair of leaves developed. 
Lower shoot has not yet been cut, 
and may be either a heel or nodal 
cutting with equal effect. Two lower 
pairs of leaves have been removed from 
portion of prepared cuttings that 


will be buried to form new roots. 


here are at least two good reasons for mastering the simple techniques of making 

new shrubs from old by means of cuttings. First, there is no less expensive way 
to increase your stock of favorite varieties: second, the ability to prepare and root 
cuttings successfully is one of the skills that help make gardeners out of mere plant 
tenders. There are many types of propagation by cuttings, and many ways in which cut- 
tings may be induced to root. The step-by-step procedure illustrated here concerns soft- 
wood cuttings—those made from shoots of the current year that have just begun to 
“harden” —and it is adaptable to a great many different kinds of woody plants during 
late spring and early summer. (The cuttings shown were “struck” in mid-June, and 
virtually all of them rooted in from four weeks to four months.) Among plants included: 


several kinds of holly, euonymus, barberry, abelia, pieris, skimmia, stephenandra.

Prepare rooting medium capable 
of retaining both air and moisture closely 
around base of cuttings in amounts suffi- 
cient to prevent drying of tissue without 
encouraging rot. Mixture in coldframe at 
left is equal parts peatmoss, vermiculite, 
Perlite in 6-inch layer on deep sand bed. 


Tamp surface level, smooth and firm 
when it is uniformly moist but not actu- 
ally wet, Other rooting mixtures that give 
good results with soft-wood cuttings in- 
clude sand and peatmoss in equal parts; 
or just vermiculite and Perlite, For ama- 


teurs, these are better than sand alone. 


Insert cuttings in slit trench made in 
rooting medium with label or knife after 
they have been prepared like those oppo- 
site, and after bases have been lightly 
dipped in root-inducing compound. Set 
cuttings close to help retain moisture 
and with lowest leaves almost on bed. 


Settle cuttings firmly in rooting medi- 
um, row by row, by pressing down along- 
side stems with edge of board (or tamp- 
er). This helps insure essential contact 
between cut base of shoots and material 
in which new roots will form. To omit 
this almost failure.

When you plan a landscape to 
suit an entire family, you are at- 
tempting a feat not unlike jug- 
gling six assorted dishes while rid- 
ing a tightrope on a bicycle. The 
drawing of H&G's Living Land- 
scape, final phase, reveals how we 
(meaning landscape architect 
James Fanning in consultation 
with the editors) performed our 
version of the act. 

The activities the summer 
landscape was designed to encom- 
pass are outlined on page 60. The 
many different ways in which these 
activities might be enjoyed by 


many different individuals cannot, 
of course, be shown in any one il- 
lustration. But then these combina- 
tions of people and purpose are 
plain to see. 

e At far left corner of the 
house, on the pie-shaped terrace a 
group of adults at the parent level 
are relaxing comfortably, glasses 
at hand. 

e On the central lawn (a high 
maintenance area, calling for reg- 
ular fertilizing, watering, mow- 
ing) a more energetic group plays 
a fast game of badminton under 
lights strategically placed in trees, 
under house eaves. 

* On the flagged terrace be- 
yond the swimming pool, dancers 
(any age will do) enjoy music 
wired from the central receiver in- 
doors to speakers on terrace or out 
in the garden. (See “Looking and 
Listening,” page 128.) 

è Sheltered by the breezeway 
porch (and obscured by the big 
sugar maple in right foreground) 


One-arm table with benches 
at 45° angle to 8-foot plank top 
is supported on four round posts 
imbedded in ground. Angled 
seats let the tallest teenagers 
stretch their legs without col- 
lision. There is room for extra 
seats. Locust posts, rot-proofed 


redwood or cypress are best. 


a table or two of bridge—partici- 
pants unknown. 

e In and about the pool, an 
amphibious couple who would 
rather swim than eat or dance or 
play bridge. 

e On a retaining wall (there 
are two—above and below pool 
level). kibitzers sit (parapets are 
inviting and wide enough for just 
such use). 

• On the lower lawn, skirting 
the right boundary, another cou- 
ple plays wildcat croquet, a mur- 
derous game in which stakes and 
wickets are placed as whim and 
the terrain dictate—even around 
corners if need be (little light is 
needed for this game, and it gen- 
erates its own heat). 

* In the foreground, in the 
tanbark circle formed by the sur- 
rounding are of boundary woods 
and rock garden, a picnic is in 
progress—participants ті sella- 
neous. Here hamburgers are being 
served from a grill that is stored, 
when not in use, in the movable 
barbecue hutch diagrammed at 
left below. Heavy plank tables and 
benches of standard pattern are 
moved about as needed. Two 
mavericks are playing chess at the 
forty-five degree picnic bench that 
is permanently anchored in the 
foreground (construction diagram, 
right below). 

In all, 42 people are present 
(46 accounted for if you include a 
table of bridge). What family’s 
living could fail to be enriched by 
a landscape plan as flexible and 
inviting as this?

Perennial fillers: Опе of the 
things you have the most of in the 
June garden is gaps. Gaps are not 
necessarily the result of breaks in 
the flowering sequence, or even of 
faulty planning on your part. Usu- 
ally they come from: (1) a failure 
to estimate the amount of ground 
a particular plant or group of 
plants will cover and (2) an in- 
ability, perhaps through lack of 
experience, to estimate in advance 
the total impact of a given color, 
a particular kind of flowering ef- 
fect or foliage value. As the gaps 
appear (and they will, even in the 
experts’ borders). you call up the 
shock troops—those herbaceous 
perennials that transplant easily, 
give a quick and important effect, 
cost relatively little. Chance and 
the gremlins of gardening may 
shoot holes in the border at any 
time of year; but this is June and 
sufficient unto the month are the 
crises thereof. So consider moving 
the following into June gaps: 
try Jacobs-ladder (Polemonium 
caeruleum), for places, especially 
among plantings of spring bulbs, 
where shade is likely to take over 


Rose rites: Once more you see 
the positive proof of the truism 
that June is the month of roses. 
While roses may bloom almost as 
well in September. smell almost 
as fragrant in July, sometimes 
color better in October, often grow 
faster in May, the aggregate glory 
is now. Now, too, the routine 
stabilizes. so with warm weather 
definitely established, apply the 
mulch that will remain in place 
the rest of the year. First, of 
course, you scuffle out the weeds 
that would otherwise get a real 
foothold around the plants, and 
you make sure that the ground is 
thoroughly moist. Then you lay

when trees leaf out or, for a foam 
of blue spring flowers, feathery 
foliage; blue phlox (Р. divarica- 
ta), similarly blue; white foam- 
flower (Tiarella cordifolia) ; some 
of the graceful astilbes that will 
flower variously into summer. In 
continually sunny spots use the 
bluebell and harebell (Campanula 
rotundifolia and C. carpatica) ; 
evergreen candytuft; coral-bells 
(heuchera varieties, pink to red) ; 
some of the hardier pinks—say 
Dianthus plumarius and the al- 
woodi hybrids. Day-lilies and 
hostas are staples for almost any 
situation; they are both easy to 
grow and easy to divide. If you do 
not have alyssum Basket of Gold 
to flower with and among your 
daffodils next spring, you will have 
one of the most regrettable built- 
in gaps of all. 

Bonus thought: All the fore- 
going plants will wax fat right in 
your border. Once established, 
they will produce annually surplus 
crowns or divisions that may be 
removed—sometimes without even 
lifting the original plant—and put 
to use in other trouble spots.

If you have no choice (don't wor- 
ry; rose growers readily become 
opinionated about such things), 
try ours: first, buckwheat hulls— 
neat, light, re-usable: second, 
chopped sugar cane (bagass)— 
light, not so neat (grayish, not 
brown); then chopped tobacco 
stems, cottonsegd hulls or saw- 
dust; but not peatmoss (it cakes, 
repels water when dry). Aside: 
don't incorporate any mulch into 
soil at season's end without add- 
ing extra nitrogen (alone or in 
a standard fertilizer) to nour- 
ish the bacteria of decomposition.

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The rejuvenating cut: After 
flowering stems have faded. they 
must be cut back, especially on 
hybrid tea varieties, if the season's 
full blossom potential is to be real- 
ized. The familiar rule is still 
good: leave at least two five-part 
leaves below the point of cut. 
Usual result will be two new flow- 
ering shoots from point where each 
of the top two five-part leaves join 
the now shortened stem. Amend- 
ment: with floribundas and polyan- 
thas removal of faded blossoms is 
all you need to bother with during 
growing year (though fussbudgets 
and perfectionists may wish to at- 
tempt something comparable to 
hybrid-tea procedure. Reminder: 
second and later flowerings from a 
cut-back stem will not be as hand- 
some as the first. The fine blooms 
en in the early autumn are al- 
most always primary blooms on 
the new stems that have grown 
during the summer from near the 
base of the plant. So expect much 
from new summer branches, con- 
siderably less from the replace- 
ment side shoots. 


Bug and blight: No new insects 
have been developed since last 
year, no new insecticides either. 
Malathion and lindane are still the 
newest dependable controls for 
aphis, mites, most other important 
enemies of roses. As for mildew 
and blackspot (the two worst sum- 
mer ills), phaltan is the newest 
(and only) effective fungicide that 
will control both. Look for phaltan 
as an ingredient in forthcoming 
one-shot compounds. But remem- 
ber that you may have mildew 
without black spot, and vice versa 
(depending on the weather) and 
keep dusting sulfur (for mildew) 
and ferbam or captan formulations 
(black spot) handy for economi- 
cal emergency treatment. 


Third weekend 


Pruner’s moon: With practice 
and a measure of wisdom, you will 
eventually come to trust yourself 
with a pair of pruning shears 
(secateurs, to use the stuffy old 
term). Until you reach that point, 
keep shears in your pocket or on 
the shelf. The beginning of wis- 
dom comes, of course, when you 
finally establish the habit of never 
cutting a branch, leaf or twig un- 
til you have visualized precisely 
what may happen because of the 
cut. With this said. we turn to the 
matter of pruning spring flowering

shrubs after their seasonal flower- 
ing is over. Within this broad 
group are two divisions: plants 
that produce worthwhile fruits or 
berries later in the season and 
those that do not. (All, of course, 
will make this summer and fall 
the buds that will result in next 
spring’s blossoms.) Before prun- 
ing take into account what poten- 
tial fruit you may be eliminating 
and what effect your current prun- 
ing will have on the appearance 
and performance of the plant next 
year. It would be foolish to with- 
hold the shears just for the fruit if 
to do so would weaken the plant 
(it seldom will) ; it would be un- 
necessary to avoid remedial shap- 
ing and cutting back of exces: 
growth provided you were willing 
to sacrifice at least part of the 
fruit. How much to shorten fruit- 
ing stems before fruit forms is a 
recurring problem. You will not 
successfully solve it except with 
experience—not a lifetime's but, 
say, a season's. You can, however, 
establish at once the habit of fore- 
thought. 


Pruning cut: Basic to any prun- 
ing with secateurs, lopping shears. 
even saws, is the location and 
angle of the cut. A couple of gen- 
eralities are safe: when shortening 
a stem or branch, make your cut 
slightly above a growth point 
where you expect a new shoot to 
develop—and angle it so as to 
parallel the direction such a shoot 
would be likely to take; when re- 
moving a stem or branch altogeth- 
er, cut clean, close and parallel to 
the trunk or branch from which 
the excess part is being removed 
(with trees, as opposed to short 
lived or fast growing bushes, this 
is especially important). Recom- 
mendation: coat all stubs more 
than an inch in diameter with 
either ordinary shellac or special 
tree wood paint—now available in 
handy aerosols. 


Fourth weekend 


Structural interlude: There 
are a few run-of-the-saw-mill proj- 
ects that, while unexciting, you 
can best and most cheaply do your- 
self. (Which ones you tackle will 
depend on how much handyman 
blood flows in your veins.) One of 
the most useful, surely, is the an- 
nual renewal and replacement of 
the lath shades without which no 
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all-season gardener could get 
through the year. ... Неге are 


some of the ways portable screens 
may serve around your grounds: to 
cut down sun (and heat) in cold- 
frames; to shade seedbeds (bien- 
nial and perennial seeds) until 
seedlings may be safely trans- 
planted in the open; as spot shad- 
ing for newly transplanted peren- 
nials and for plants that wilt or 
show leaf-burn as the result of too 
much sun in hot spells; to break 
the force of high winds that might 
otherwise damage tall or soft- 
stemmed perennials; to shelter, 
when lashed together in winter, 
tender foliage of broadleaf ever- 
greens (rhododendron, camellia, 
holly) ; to hold down wintertime 
mulches on perennial plantings; 
as temporary fencing for small 
leaf piles (set up in autumn, taken 
down in spring before decomposi- 
tion of the leaves can rot the 
shades). ... To make the shades: 
buy a bundle of ordinary builders’ 
lath (50 or so to a bundle) and a 
few lengths of 1 by 2 inch furring 
strips. The lath length is a stand- 
ard 48 inches; a useful screen 
width is 2 feet. So cut two pieces 
of the furring 2 feet long; place 
them on edge, 4 feet apart; con- 
nect them (at one end) with a 
single lath, double-nailed with cut 
shingle nails (to prevent split- 
ting). Using another lath as a 
spacer, affix each succeeding lath 
equidistant by its own width from 


the preceding one until the screen 
is complete. Result: a reasonably 
rigid shade (as square as your 
workmanship) that will provide, 
when lafd horizontally, а 50 per 
cent reduction in the amount of 
sun falling at noon on the ground 
beneath. 


Reading notice: Of the spate of 
books newly arrived on the review 
shelf, three may merit first atten- 
tion because of their timeliness, 
One is Julia Clements’ A Treasury 
of Rose Arrangements and Reci- 
pes (Hearthside, $3.50). A fanci- 
er's book (arrangement and recipe 
fanciers, that is), it is pleasantly 
written by an English gardener 
lecturer-writer known to many in 
this country. A second is Carey E. 
Quinn’s Daffodils Outdoors and In 
(Hearthside, $4.50). which dis- 
cusses explicitly and with un- 
doubted authority (the author is a 
past president of the Daffodil So- 
ciety) that whole race of flowers 
for whose 1960 appearance in your 
garden you should be planning 
right this moment. The third is 
Ruth Gannon’s Easy Ways to a 
Beautiful Garden (Studio-Viking, 
$5). The author may know the 
easy ways, but she is herself one of 
the most industrious gardeners on 
record. Her style is gossipy, but 
the facts are there—together with 
many attractive ideas for borders 
and plant groups. This is primarily 
a beginners’ book, and a good one.

Palacio de la Virreina built in the 
18th century by Gabriel Amat, a 
Viceroy of Peru. It houses an 
interesting collection of ceramics 
from Talavera, Sevilla and Alcora. 
ide the buildings are gay 
stalls, bird-selling booths 
and kiosks. 

Possibly the most impressive 
section of Barcelona is the Plaza 
del Rey in the Gothic Quarter. To 
feel the impact of Spanish mystery 
you must shiver over an awesome 
labyrinth when the fading moon- 
light is casting shadows on old 
stone. Beautiful ironwork is in evi- 
dence at every turn, for seclusion 
always has been a cult with the 
Spaniards. 

Ironwork is for sale at Casa 
Flo on Calle Aragon and at the 
Spanish village in Montjuich. 
Spanish tiles with ironwork frames 
cost only a few pesetas and there 
are iron candlesticks for terraces 
and patios and ironwork holders 
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for flower pots. Montjuich is a 
mountain just above the city, the 
sides of which have been converted 
to a park with a rose garden and 
a Greek theatre. The Spanish vil- 
lage there, where we spent an 
afternoon, has reproductions of 
typical examples of Spanish archi- 
tecture from all the regions of 
Spain. Inside each building craft 
workers are busy. Prices are gen- 
erally lower than they are in the 
city shops. 

While we were negotiating 
for an iron weathervane for our 
mountain house in California, we 
watched a boy who was sitting 
cross legged on the ground. He 
was arranging tiles from Sevilla 
and meanwhile he was looking at 
an American girl out of the cor- 
ner of his eye. She moved closer 
and leaned toward his blue and 
yellow tiles. “Muy elegante," he 
said waving his arm to include her
